Article 1 (the election of Town Officers), 
Article 2 (amended floodplain ordinance), and 
Article 3 (two sessions for the annual town meeting). 


All other articles will be presented, discussed, and acted upon beginning 
at 7pm.

To see if the municipality will adopt under RSA 72:27-a an exemption 
from the assessed value, for property tax purposes, for persons owning 
real property which is equipped with a solar energy system and/or a 
wind-powered energy system as defined in RSA 72:61 and RSA 72:65. 
“The entire amount which the installation of the system adds to the 
market value of the property shall be exempt.” 


To see if the town will go on record in support of effective actions by 
the President and the Congress to address the issue of climate change 
which is increasingly harmful to the environment and economy of New 
Hampshire and to the future well-being of the people of Wentworth. 
These actions include: 


Establishment of a national program requiring reductions of U. S. 
greenhouse gas emissions while protecting the U.S. economy. 


Creation of a major national research initiative to foster rapid 
development of sustainable energy technologies, thereby stimulating 
new jobs and investment. 


In addition, the Town of Wentworth encourages New Hampshire 
citizens to work for emission reductions within their communities, and 
we ask our Selectmen to consider the appointment of a voluntary 


energy committee to recommend local steps to save energy and reduce 
emissions. 


The record of the vote on this article shall be transmitted to the New 
Hampshire Congressional Delegation, to the President of the United 
States, and to declared candidates for those offices.

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2006 WENTWORTH SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


2006 was an interesting year in the selectman's office. There was the resignation of 
Francis Muzzey, the appointment of Kate Rick as an interim replacement, and 
finally the election of Randy Morrison; who, by the way, has been doing excellent 
work. Thanks to Kate Rick for stepping up and filling in after Francis Muzzy 
resigned. 


The search for a full time police chief has yielded some good candidates, some of 
whom were offered the job and accepted but then declined for one reason or 
another. The Selectman would like to thank the members of the search committee 
for their untiring commitment to helping find the correct candidate for the job. We 
recognize and appreciate the time and effort that has been devoted to their task. 


The Selectmen would like to extend a sincere thank you to Chief Warren Davis for 
the time he has spent heading the police department during our quest to find the 
correct individual to permanently fill the position of Chief of Police in Wentworth. 
Chief Davis has spent many hours dealing with the recent upswing of nefarious 
activity in town. It is with regret that we had to accept his resignation effective 
February 2007. 


This year's statistical update of the property evaluations has caused quite a stir. The 
selectman's office has had a large number of abatement requests. While we | 
understand the frustration that is being felt we must point out that this is required by 
the state whenever the ratio of sales to values is more than 10% off. This is the 
result of your neighbors selling their property for so much more then the assessed 
value. 


We have been working towards the standardization of policies and procedures 
within the selectman's office and the individual departments in town. 


The Selectman would also like to call your attention to Article #4 on the warrant. 
This is an attempt to start the process to hold the town meeting and the school 
meeting on the same day. It is our opinion that this would enable a more balanced 
vote for both meetings. We feel that the average cost of over $24,000 per student is 
at the very least excessive. While the Selectmen were able to decrease the tax rate 
for the town portion by $1.60, it must be noted to the taxpayers and residents that 
the local school portion increased $1.88, per thousand dollars of assessment. In the 
last five years the numbers of elementary school children has declined and yet the 
cost per child keeps rising! Five years ago the population was about 101 and next 
year the school board projects the elementary school enrollment to be 47. 
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ROAD AGENT REPORT 


Another year has passed, and it's been interesting. We started out with a mild 
winter last year, not much snow but a lot of ice. Last year was the first year since 
I've been here that we didn't have frozen culverts. Spring came and was not 
much of amud season. We used about 1,000 cubic yards of gravel between mud 
season and summer maintenance. 


This summer, we started out by grading and reshaping roads for summer. After 
that, we started to do things differently. Instead of spending two to three days 
here and there, we picked a road and worked on it until it was done. Forinstance, 
we cleaned culverts, replaced culverts (if needed), cleaned ditches and water 
turns, and then re-graded the roads when we were done. We did this process on 
Beech Hill Road, Ellsworth Hill Road, Saunders Hill Road, Rowentown Road, 
Frescoln Road, Thayer Hill Road, and part of Cape Moonshine and Atwell Hill 
Roads. We started cleaning culverts and ditches on Eastside Road this Fall. 
This takes a lot of time to do it right. Next summer, we plan on doing a lot of the 
same work that we did this summer but on different roads. 


In between these jobs, we also rebuilt bridge decks and guard rails on the Nichols 
Hill bridge and Eastside Road bridge. We also purchased a new 2” water pump to 
wash bridges. We washed all of the bridges in town except for Evans, 
Rowentown, and Thayer Hill Road bridges. 


The equipment is in good shape, the new grader is great, and it's actually a 
pleasure now to grade roads. It's a great piece of equipment! The trucks are in 
good shape. We've done a lot of maintenance to the trucks to get them back into 
shape for the last two to three years, and | think we finally got them where we need 
them to be. The backhoe has a few little problems. It has over 6,000 hours on it, 
and pins and bushings are getting loose on the back boom and bucket. We did 
finally receive our new rock bucket last summer, but we need to make brackets to 
weld to it to hook to the backhoe. 


In closing, I'd like to say THANK YOU to my crew for an outstanding job all year 
and being there when they are needed. Also, to my wife for being there and 
dropping what she is doing to go after parts for the Highway Department when 
needed. Thankyou! And thank you to the townspeople for being understanding 
and very supportive all summer and understanding what I'm up against at times. 
Thank you!

In 2006, the Planning Board lost two members: Carol Cole resigned and 
the Board thanks her for her service; John Downing stepped down as 
chairman and will serve as an alternate; Helen Downing was appointed to 
replace Carol Cole and take over the secretary's position; Francis Muzzey 
replaced John Downing as chairman. The terms of three members end this 
year and create openings to be filled at the March 2007 Town Meeting. 


The Board has completed the revision of the Subdivision Regulation. In 
2006 we completed the update of the Subdivision Regulations. The FEMA 
regulations covering floodplain development were revised, and the town 
will be asked to approve them at the town meeting in March. 


In 2006 the Board approved three lot line adjustments, one voluntary lot 
merger, seven minor and one major subdivisions, which will represent a 
net increase of eight lots to the community. Two major subdivisions were 
carried over into 2007.

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Webster Memorial Library Librarian's Report 


The library is open on Mondays from 3-8, Wednesdays from 11-4, and 
Saturdays from 9-12. Patrons can borrow a variety of items including books, 
audio books, videos, DVDs, CDs, and periodicals. Internet databases such as 
Ebscohost, HeritageQuest, and NewsBank are available to patrons both in the 
library and at home, while other databases are only accessible at the library. The 
library participates in the Inter-Library Loan program and can borrow items from 
other New Hampshire libraries. 

High-speed internet access is now available at the library. There are two 
public access computers as well as wireless connectivity for patrons with their 
own laptops. Many thanks to John Millican who volunteered his time to set this 
up for us.

Webster Memorial Library Trustees' Report 


This has been a busy year at our library. The library building is ninety years old and 
showing signs of aging. Some much-needed repairs relating to long-standing water damage 
have been started.

2006 Annual Report 


The Pemi-Baker Solid Waste District met seven (7) times during the 2006 calendar year. In 2006 District 
programs provided residents access for proper disposal of their household hazardous wastes (HHW), paint, 
fluorescent light bulbs, antifreeze and rechargeable batteries. The District also secured a disposal agreement 
which will provide District members with some of the best tipping fees in the State. 


The District's one-day HHW collection program was a tremendous success. The District held three (3) one-day 
collections. They were held in the towns of Littleton, Plymouth and Rumney. 386 participants (vehicles) took 
part serving an estimated 926 residents. This year’s participation numbers exceeded the annual totals for the 
years 2002-2005 and was nearly an 85% increase over the 2005 participation numbers. A number of 
communities brought waste that had been dropped off at their individual transfer stations, and because there 
is no effective means to record the number of residents doing this, it should be understood that the 
participation numbers reported are conservative. In actuality, the District’s program is serving a greater 
number of the District population. The total cost for disposal for the one-day collection program was $30,980. 
The District received over $11,400 in grant funds from the State of NH’s HHW grant program to help offset a 
portion of the program’s cost. The estimated 45,000 pounds of waste collected is the highest yearly total since 
2002, when the District held five (5) one-day collections. In 2007 the District plans to hold two (2) collections, 
one in Littleton in the spring and one in Plymouth in the fall. 


Accompanying the one-day HHW collection program were the individual municipal transfer station 
collections for paint, fluorescent lights, and antifreeze. An estimated 2,000 gallons of paint, 27,000 feet of 
fluorescent light bulbs and 700 gallons of antifreeze were collected through these programs. These ongoing 
collections not only provide less expensive recycling options for wastes typically collected at HHW collections, 
but they also allow residents greater access to disposal opportunities, in turn minimizing the potential for 


improper disposal. 
Lastly, the District finalized a seven-year agreement with North Country Environmental Services for the 
disposal of municipal solid waste ($57 per ton) and construction and demolition debris ($60 per ton). The 


agreement runs through April 30% 2013 and will couple affordable rates with long-term stability for District 
members. Many thanks go to the members who worked on this effort. Their time and efforts are very much 


appreciated. 


Citizens interested in participating in the development of the District's programs are welcome to attend the 
District meetings. Information regarding the place and time of the meetings is available at all municipal 


offices.

Life Support or PHTLS. Which we offered not only to Warren/Wentworth 
Ambulance members, but also had students from throughout District A5 .There 
were instructors that traveled here from Maine, New Hampshire, Massachusetts, 
and New York... The students from Basic to Advanced level all learned many 
new things to take to the field as providers and caregivers to serve the public 
with more of an advanced knowledge. Many other training have been offered 
and taken by WWAS members. 

Once again I would like to thank all members of Warren/Wentworth 
Ambulance Service for there devoted time and needs given. They should all be 
commended for their patience and energy they all give to serve and help there 
community's patrons in their 

time of need, never asking or expecting anything in return. 

I am proud of the Warren/Wentworth Ambulance members and very proud to be 
whom and where we are because of them, Thank you one and all. This year we 
have started giving a small stipend fee for calls as a small token show of 
appreciation. 

I would also like to thank the Wentworth Fire Dept. and the Warren Fire 
Dept. for coming to help whenever we have needed them. Also the Wentworth 
and Warren Police Departments for always coming to the aide even when they 
are not asked. Much kudos to all.

Surrounded by memories, familiar furnishings, and family photographs, people 
almost always wish to confront the issues of illness, accident or aging, and dying 
in the comfort of their homes. 


Other reasons to support these services: 


e The VNA & Hospice's ability to provide healthcare at home helps keep 
patients out of emergency rooms and hospitals. Thus the need for town 
emergency services is reduced. 


e Thanks to advances in medical technology, treatments including wound 
imaging, pain management, chemotherapy, antibiotic and nutrition infusion 
may now be administered by a home health nurse. 


e Family members and other caregivers receive direction and guidance, making 
their care more effective and less stressful. This results in significant health, 
social and emotional benefits for both the patient and the caregiver. 


Our core programs are Homecare, Hospice, and Maternal Child Health. Town 
funding ensures that these medically necessary and supportive services are 
provided to all Wentworth citizens, including the uninsured and under-insured. 


Between July 1, 2005 and June 30, 2006, VNA & Hospice staff provided 286 
home visit hours to 14 Wentworth residents. These individuals were cared for by 
nurses, physical, occupational and speech therapists, medical social workers, 
home health aides, parent aides, or personal care attendants, and in some cases, a 
hospice physician.

Grafton County Senior Citizens Council, Inc. 1s a private nonprofit organization that 
provides programs and services to support the health and well being of our older citizens. 
The Council’s programs enable elderly individuals to remain independent in their own 
homes and communities for as long as possible. 


The Council operates eight senior centers in Plymouth, Littleton, Canaan, Lebanon, 
Bristol, Orford, Haverhill and Lincoln, the information and assistance program Grafton 
County ServiceLink, and the Retired and Senior Volunteer Program and Volunteer Center 
(RSVP). Through the centers, ServiceLink and RSVP, older adults and their families take 
part in a range of community-based long-term services including home delivered meals, 
congregate dining programs, transportation, adult day care, chore/home repair services, 
recreational and educational programs, and volunteer opportunities. 


During 2006, 43 older residents of Wentworth were served by the Council’s programs 
offered through the Horse Meadow or Plymouth Regional Senior Center: 

@ Older adults from Wentworth enjoyed 528 balanced meals in the company of 
friends in the Plymouth center’s dining room. 

@ They received 1,091 hot, nourishing meals delivered to their homes by caring 
volunteers. 

@ Frail residents of Wentworth benefited from 776.5 hours of care in our adult 
day care program. 

@ Wentworth residents were transported to health care providers or other 
community resources on 188 occasions by our lift-equipped buses. 

@ They received assistance—including Medicare D assistance—and help with 
problems, crises or issues of long-term care through 76 visits by a social 
worker or contacts with ServiceLink. 

@ Wentworth’s citizens also volunteered to put their talents and skills to work for 
a better community through 165.5 hours of volunteer service. 

The cost to provide Council services for Wentworth residents in 2006 was $23,439. 


Such services can be critical to elderly individuals who want to remain in their own homes 
and out of institutional care in spite of chronic health problems and increasing physical 
frailty, saving tax dollars that would otherwise be expended for nursing home care. They 
also contribute to a higher quality of life for our older friends and neighbors. As our 
population grows older, supportive services such as those offered by the Council become 


even more critical. 


Grafton County Senior Citizens Council very much appreciates Wentworth’s support for 
our programs that enhance the independence and dignity of older citizens and enable them 
to meet the challenges of aging in the security and comfort of their own communities and 


homes.

This work was cone out of 
town at a garage in Tamworth, whe is certified to test and repair pumps . 

The department was abie to get a grant for new mobile radios for each truck and 
portadle radios for each member . This was a savings of about $28,000 to the town. 
This was a none matching grant.The only Stipujation was tnat each member attend a 
2.5 hour class on the function of the radios . Each member did the class on there own 
time at no cost to the town. 
The dry hydrant project was completed at the Warren / Wentworth town line, the cost 
was covered by both towrs.

We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America. 
Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial 
statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the 
amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used 
and significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We 
believe that our audit provides areasonable basis for our opinions. 


Management has not implemented Governmental Accounting Standards Board (GASB) Statement No. 34, Basic 
Financial Statements - and Management's Discussion and Analysis - for State and Local Governments. Therefore 
these financial statements are presented following the principles that were in effect prior to GASB Statement No. 34. 
Management has not presented government-wide financial statements to display the financial position and changes in 
financial position of its governmental activities and business-type activities. The financial statements presented do not 
contain separate statements for governmental, proprietary, if applicable and fiduciary fund types, nor are major and 
non-major funds separately identified and classified. The financial statements presented report expendable and 
nonexpendable trust funds, some of which should be reported as special revenue and permanent funds under the new 
reporting model. The financial statements also present a general long-term debt account group which should not be 
reported as such, but the information contained therein should be included in the government-wide financial 
statements were they presented. Also, the financial statements do not contain any information on capital assets 
because the government has not maintained historical cost records of such assets. Management has not presented a 
management's discussion and analysis as required. The amounts that would be reported in the missing statements and 
required supplementary information, and the effects of reclassifying and properly reporting the information presented 
are notreasonably determined. 


In our opinion, because of the effects of the matters discussed in the preceding paragraph, the financial statements 
referred to above do not present fairly, in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in the United 
States of America, the financial position of the Town of Wentworth as of December 31, 2005, or the changes in its 
financial position or its cash flows, where applicable, for the year then ended. 


Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming opinions on the financial statements that collectively comprise the 
Town of Wentworth basic financial statements. The combining and individual fund statements are presented for 
purposes of additional analysis and are not a required part of the basic financial statements. For reasons stated in the 
third paragraph of this report, we expressed an opinion that the financial statements of the Town of Wentworth do not 
fairly present financial position, results of operations, and cash flows in conformity with accounting principles 
generally accepted in the United States of America. Therefore, we do not express an opinion on the accompanying 
combining and individual fund statements.

Fire activity was very high during the first several weeks of the 2006 fire season, with red-flag conditions issued by the National Weather 
Service and extreme fire danger in many sections of the state. The largest forest fire during this period occurred in late April and bumed 
98 acres. The extremely dry conditions in spring resulted in over twice the amount of acreage bumed than in all of 2005. Our statewide 
system of fire lookout towers is credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures this season due to their quick and 
accurate spotting capabilities. Fires in the wildland urban interface damaged 6 structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more 
than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their home. Precautions include keeping 
your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space around your home free of flammable 
materials. Additional information and homeowner recommendations are available at www. firewise.org. Please help Smokey Bear, your 
local fire department and the state’s Forest Rangers by being fire wise and fire safe!

The cruiser was updated with "CAR 54" which gave the vehicle a new 
Radar Unit, new Light Bar, control switch panel, and a program that allows the 
cruiser operator to have voice activation of the cruisers radio, and emergency lighting 
equipment. This is really nice to have, even if it takes allot to get used to. 

The year was a manageable one, until December rolled around. A few of our 
young folks decided to go on a burglary spree, and damage homes and make off with 
some of the homes contents. Bad decision and Bad idea! The police Department have 
been busy attempting to put the 8 home invasions together, as far as reports go.

2006 Annual Report 


The Mount Mooselaukee Health Center (MMHC) a division of Ammonoosuc 
Community Health Services, Inc. (ACHS) is a non-profit agency offering a network of 
affordable primary health care services and information throughout the communities of 
Warren, Wentworth, and Rumney. MMHC emphasizes preventive care and encourages 
active participation in one’s own health. MMHC’s programs promote and support the 
well being of individuals and their families. 


MMHC offers a variety of health care services to the local communities including 
primary care, maternity care, family planning, and mental health care, which include 
counseling and drug and alcohol treatments. Dr. David Nelson, D.O. has been the full 
time primary care physician since July of 2002. Dr. Nelson is also on staff at Cottage 
Hospital in Woodsville, N.H. MMHC has a variety of health care providers who practice 
in Warren on a part-time basis. This allows MMHC to bring a wide range of services to 
the communities. Jessica Thibodeau, ARNP provides adult and adolescent services, 
specializing in prenatal care and woman’s health issues. MMHC participates with 
Dartmouth-Hitchcock Nurse Midwifery Program for deliveries and high-risk referrals. 
Steven Noyes LICSW, LADC is a mental health, and drug addiction counselor. We 
recently added another family nurse practitioner, Nicole Veilleux, ARNP who is working 
closely with Dr. Nelson. Our number of patients seen each year continues to grow. 


The Warren/Wentworth Ambulance Service has generously allowed the food pantry to 
use its basement. We are happy to provide this service to the community. Many donations 
were received this year, and were greatly appreciated. The food pantry serves an average 
of 39 households or 671 meals per month. Commodity foods are delivered every other 
month on the first Friday. MMHC would like to thank Bill Hall and all of the volunteers 
for their efforts to feed the hungry. 


The food pantry is but one of the communities needs that MMHC supports. The WIC 
program comes to MMHC the first Monday for every month. MMHC offers a home 
visiting program for families with young children through Family Connections, a 
program for chronically ill children and their families through Partners in Health, dental 
health referrals, and community health education. 


Patients who do not have insurance and qualify for the sliding fee program receive 
quality health care at affordable prices. Total savings for those patients was $47,182 for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 2006 MMHC also has a drug formulary program to 
provide qualifying patients with affordable prescription medication. The staff at MMHC 
diligently works to assist patients with applications for the indigent drug program. In 
calendar year 2006 MMHC provided community residents with $127,445 in free 
prescription medication, which is an increase from fiscal year2005. 


The staff at MMHC would like to thank the town, and the many organizations and 
community members who have supported the health center through out the past year. 
Your generous donations of time and money have been greatly appreciated.

Principal's Report 2006-2007 


The enrollment and grade distribution of Wentworth Elementary School is as follows for the 
2006-2007 school year: 


Grades 1&2: 8 Grades 3&4: 7 
Grade 5: 7 Grade 6: 9 
Grade 7: 11 Grade 8: 12 


Total Enrollment: 54 Students. 
First, let me state that I am very proud to be the Principal of the Wentworth Elementary School. 


We have made some significant changes this year. The school has embarked on a trimester 
format that has afforded our teachers more time to assess student achievement and progress. 

The school's report card system has under gone significant changes as well. Teachers are now 
recording grades electronically. The hard work of our computer technology teacher, Marc 
Rondeau, the district IT coordinator, Tim Korade, and Maria Young, school secretary, have made 
this transition very user friendly for both faculty and parents. 


The Allied Arts program (i.e. art, music, physical education and computers) feature all new face 
to our educational community. These educators have brought with them fresh ideas and 
wonderful curriculum to our students. 


This year, Wentworth students have been exposed to several Artists in Residence programs. 
Michael Caduto, a Native American storyteller, provided several workshops including “Earth 
Tales From Around the World,” and “Nature in Native American Myths.” Artist, Rachel Belmont 
worked with all grades to create a mural depicting Wentworth past, present and future. 


The students in grades 5 & 6 were given the opportunity to work with professional playwrights 
from the Northern Stage Company located in White River Junction, Vermont. This Project 
Playwright program sent two professional playwrights into the classroom to increase reading, 
writing and public speaking skills. The playwrights guided students in reading and writing 
plays, the best of which are professionally produced at Northern Stage. 


Mr. Blake's 7th grade class, along with Mrs. Melanson, and a parent, spent an overnight at the 
Appalachian Mountain Club Outdoor Classroom on Cardigan Mountain. The program included 
team building, ecology studies, map and compass activities and field work on a hike. 


Ms. Bagley and Mrs. Young took the 6th grade class on a four day Leaders In Prevention 
conference at the National Guard Armory Training Center in Center Strafford, NH. This 
program design found students engaged in a host of workshops including “Funmanship,” 
Friendship, Picasso Prevention, bullying, acceptance, and drug prevention. The over arching 
goal of the program is to have students bring back what they learned and share the different 
ways to improve the school climate. 


The sports programs have provided exciting games for viewing. The teams' sportsmanship, 
sense of fair play and school spirit is reflective of positive coaching. Students have been 
required to be in good academic standing in order to participate. 


The positive energy, strong work ethic and commitment to sound educational practice by faculty, 
staff and students alike have made this a very successful school year.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 2006-2007 


SAU#48 continues to support a collaborative model to bring a student-centered learning 
environment to each of our school districts. The new Visual Arts guide and Guidance guide 
will be presented to all school boards by June of this year. The writing of these guides has 
been a K12 effort that involves all school districts. All of our curriculum guides are available 
on our web site at www.sau48.k12.nh.us. Administrators from SAU#48 are studying data 
collection and analysis to best support each child's educational potential based on formal and 
informal assessments. The State of New Hampshire requires the New England Common 
Assessment Program in grades 3 through 8, and grade 11. We also test students in grades 3-8 
using the Terra Nova, a norm-referenced test that compares scores to students taking the same 
test across the country. 


Several initiatives that began over the past two years continue to provide our students and 
teachers with the educational tools necessary to meet the challenge of teaching and learning in 
a supportive environment. Plymouth Regional High School is currently studying the most 
effective ways to establish a culture of literacy that is integral to all academic programs. Many 
teachers from all school districts are currently involved in taking courses on curriculum 
mapping to coordinate coherent curriculum across all grade levels and all disciplines. Title I 
programs continue to actively support literacy skills for students and professional learning for 
teachers. Reading Recovery provides highly effective short-term intervention for our 
beginning readers in many of our elementary schools. Two schools have successfully 
implemented the READ 180 program to give extra reading and language arts instruction to 
struggling adolescent readers. Many of these programs use innovative technology to assist 
both teachers and students. 


A team of K-12 SAU #48 technology educators were trained to help staff throughout the SAU 
implement a program that addresses the Information and Communication Technologies (ICT) 
Literacy Standards. This training included defining ICT outcomes and integrating these 
outcomes into our curriculum. Our ICT Literacy Program in grades K-8 weaves technology 
experiences into all content areas and all grade levels, so that a student can demonstrate ICT 
competency at the end of 8th grade with a digital portfolio. Additionally, the team was trained 
in the use of an electronic portfolio system. Digital portfolios at the K-8 and 9-12 levels 
demonstrate competence, as they can show how students competently use technology tools 
and resources within the context of core content areas. 


Over the next two years, our high school Board will be reviewing our alternative programs 
and look to expand night school opportunities for alternative learners. All of us are committed 
to offering our communities the best educational opportunities possible. 

On behalf of all our students, faculty members, administrators, paraprofessionals and support 
staff, we thank you for your generous support of all of our schools.

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WENTWORTH ELEMENTARY SCHOOL NURSE REPORT 
In the year 2006, the emphasis for the WES school health office has been encouraging a healthy life style, 

for both students and staff. The nurse is an employee of Speare Memorial Hospital, who also employs most 
of the school nurses for SAU 48, as well as substitute nurses. Each school nurse has an important role to play 
to help children to feel well and stay in school to learn. By meeting a child's immediate need when s/he feels 
ill, the student is often able to return to class and want to learn what the teacher has to teach. A student who 
has unmet health needs, from an upset stomach from not eating breakfast to a headache or sore throat from a 
cold, has a hard time concentrating on the lesson. By meeting these needs and showing that a child has an 
advocate, the child will feel better, and be able to learn in the classroom. By teaching a child to take better 
care of him/herself, the child will be better able to make healthy decisions. 

In general, we have only a few students with on-going health needs. It is the nurses' responsibility to 
make sure these needs are met in a timely manner. Because the nurse is at the school only 4 hours per school 
day, medications that are prescribed are often given by the school secretary before the nurse arrives. The 
nurse oversees this, as well as administering the meds needed while she is present. She makes sure that there 
is a written prescription from the physician, and permission from the parent/guardian to administer the 
medication. The nurse is governed by the State of New Hampshire Nurse Practice Act, and by federal and 
state laws concerning medication administration. 

School health screenings were done throughout the year. These include vision and hearing, heights, 
weights, and blood pressure, and head lice checks as necessary. For those students who indicated vision or 
hearing problems, referrals were made, with follow-up after the student was checked by the primary care 
provider. Several students required a new prescription for glasses. Hearing screenings are affected by a child 
having an upper respiratory infection, such as a cold, so repeat screenings are necessary before a child is 
referred for a professional hearing exam. The new audiometer purchased last year by the school makes it 
very convenient to repeat the hearing screenings as needed, as well as check a child for signs of an ear 
infection, so the nurse can make an early referral to the child's parent. I try to minimize disruptions to the 
classroom when taking children out for screenings. Sports Clearance Physicals were done in June for those 
students who would participate in sports at WES, and those moving on to the high school. Plymouth 
Pediatrics and Adolescent Medicine sent a provider to make sure each participant could safely take part in 
the sports programs. 

In October, the students at WES participated in Red Ribbon Week, with health classes about drug, 
alcohol and tobacco abuse. Students were asked to sign a pledge to remain drug, alcohol and tobacco free. 
Health classes emphasized the detriment to health use of these substances causes. Each class was awarded a 
movie and popcorn afternoon for 100% participation in the daily Red Ribbon Week activities. 

A yearly immunization compliance survey is required by the state for each school. At this point, all 
students are in compliance with the state laws concerning immunization. There is one student who has a 
religious exemption, who is subject to having to stay home should the school have an outbreak of those 
illnesses that the student is not immunized against. Having the computer program SNAP makes compiling 
the information for the survey much faster and easier. 

The weekly fluoride rinse program is an important aspect for children's dental health. The nurse oversees 
this program, by providing the rinse weekly for each classroom, and obtaining permission from the parents. 
Fluoride rinse is supplied by Speare Memorial Hospital's Dental Health Program. Each week participating 
students swish the fluoride between their teeth for one minute. This helps to prevent cavities, which can lead 
to many health problems, as well as loss of teeth. 

The nurse is responsible to make sure the health office has the appropriate supplies needed. I review 
several different school health supply catalogs to get the best prices for supplies for the nurse office and the 
sports emergency box, so the budget will purchase the needed articles for the least amount of money. 

The nurse has been teaching health classes, 1-2 times per month, to help children learn about their bodies 
and how to keep them healthy. For the 2006-2007 school year, the 7th and 8th grade students are using 
Current Health II for their curriculum. The revised Food Guide Pyramid is the focus for teaching children 
healthy eating and exercise habits in the 1st through 8th grades. The 5th-8th grade classes will also be 
learning about how the body changes as a person grows toward maturity. In June, a local male Obstetrician 
spoke to the 7th and 8th grade boys about sexual health, while the nurse spoke with the girls. 

Along with other duties, the nurse attends monthly meetings of the SAU 48 School Nurse Association. 
This association works to develop and revise health policies for the SAU as needed and to provide continuity 
of health services throughout our member district. The nurse also attends continuing education courses to 
continue to increase her knowledge of issues in the school health setting, and maintain her professional 
license. 

In the coming year, the emphasis will continue to be classes about healthy eating and exercise, to keep 
the body in the best health possible. A child that is healthy and feels well is a child that is ready to learn, and 
can do his/her best.
